The county court met in adjourned
session yesterduy und transacted a large
amount of business, & full boanl being
present. It was ordered by the court
that the salary of the physician ap:
pointed by the county judge, as a mem-
ber of the county board of health, be
placed at §100 per year and be paid
quarterly.
